REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention relates to a magnetoresistive memory device. The independent claims 1,10 
and 19 recite a magnetic memory comprising at least one wire, a magnetoresistive 
storage element and a yokes which are provided so as to be space from at least one 
pair of opposed side faces of the magnetoresistive effect element to form a magnetic 
circuit, each of the yokes having at least two soft magnetic layers which are stacked via 
a non-magnetic layer. The PRIOR ART fails to disclose or suggest yokes with such 
overcoat layers for a magnetic memory as described in the independent claims 1,10 
and 19, therefore, claims 1-27 are in condition for allowance
